The political intelligence is still meagre, save as regards the 
important fact of the Government of the Tycoon having declared 
that at prosent no new port will be open to Europeans ; 
and that it is willing to pay $3,000,000 as indemnity for the 
Simonoseki affair. 

The Hon. General R. H. Pruyn, United States Minister Resi- 
dent in Japan, was to leave by the present mail, deputing 
A. L. ©. Portman, Esq., his Secretary of Legation, to take 
charge until the pleasure of his Government be signified in the 
matter The favour in which Mr. Portman is held by bis com- 
patriots in Japan makes the appointment a generally acceptable 
one. It was not known whether General Pruyn goes home 
under a recall or leave of absence. 

The Municipal question still drags its slow length along, and 
seems as far from settlement as ever. Two meetings had been 
held at H.B.M.’s Consulate during the fortnight. 

The harbour presents a very different appearance from that 
witnessed afew weeks back, The merchant vessels keep up 
their usual numbers, but the men-of-war are gradually leaving. 
H.N.M.S. corvette Metulen Kruis took her departure for 
Nagasaki on the 25th April, and H.B.M.S. Barossa and 
Havoc have left for the same port—the former being about to 
relieve the Argus, which vessel will proceed to Shanghai in com- 
pany with the Havoc. HB.MS, Leopard, Captain Leckie, 
arrived here on the 19th April from Shanghai. She had an 
accident near the Ki Channel on the 16th, and received some 
damage, which will necessitate her going to Shanghai or Hong 
Kong to be put in dock. 

Socially, the last fortnight of April had been enlivened by 
the performances of two amateur theatrical companies, and 
with a concert by Mons. Desvachez, @ violoncellist of great 
talent. 








CHINA. 
PEKING, 

We have no direct news from Peking or Tien-tsin, but we 
find tho following in the North China Herald :— 

In our last issue we had to record the complete and sudden 
degradation of Prince Kung from rank, titles, and favour ; and 
we now have to report his no Jess unexpected restoration to 
office, The regency is still withbeld, but the Prince has re- 
sumed his seat at the Foreign Board, and has received per- 
mission to again enter the palace; but the Emperor, while 
yielding to the representations of several high officials, fully 
maintains the guilt of the Prince and the justice of the first 
sentence, It is worthy of notice that the officer who was most 
prominent in denouncing tho faults which led to the promul- 
gation of the edict of degradation, was a brass-button mandarin 
of the seventh class, who must either have possessed singular 
moral courage or relied with certainty on the support of higher 
influence than his own, And it is remarkable that among the 
petitioners whose representations have led to the partial abro- 
gation of that edict, the most prominent are the Prince of Li, 
who is a mere child, and Kwang-chéng, who, although once a 
powerful mandarin, was some timeago degraded in consequence 
of faults very similar to those attributed to the Prince Kung. 
The Prince is the second high officer, Hsuch Huan being 
the first, who has been degraded from every other post he 
had previously filled, and yet allowed to remain in the Tsung- 
li Yamen. It is certainly flatteriug to the foreign represen- 
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tatives that persons whose official corruption has become so 
glaring that, even in China, they are held unfit for any other 
position, should be allowed to remain in the office by which 
foreign affairs ave exclusively conducted. Prince Kung’s re- 
storation} to the Foreign Board must, however, be regarded as 
satisfactory in at least one sense, It destroys any doubt which 
may have been entertained that his removal was a mark of the 
ascendancy of anti-foreign prejudices in the councils of the 
Emperor, 
SHANGHAI 

The P. and O. mail of 26th March arrived out on the 12th 
May, and the French mail of the 17th March on the 7th May. 
Telegraphic news was up to the 4th April. 

The North China Herald has the following on the new 
“Chinese Medal: 

“ More than two years ago we mentioned that the Chinese 
Government was contemplating the creation of a decoration on 
the model of European orders, for tho purpose of rewarding 
foreigners who might render it distinguished service, The 
effort of arriving at such a decision was, however, apparently 
exhaustive, as the idea remained in an embryo state so long 
that its adoption had almost been forgotten, and nearly all 
those who were looked on as likely recipients when the 
project was first mooted had left China. At length, how- 
ever, the period of incubation has ended, and the result is 
sufficiently successful to reconcile us to the delay. The new 
distinction is in the form of a gold medal, to be worn 
on the breast, but in the centre is inlct a small red, 
blue, or white stone, to mark the first, second, or third 
grade of the order. On the obverse, circling round the stone, 
is the Imperial dragon ; while the reverso bear's an inscription 
in Chinese, announcing it to be the ‘ Imperially presented star 
of the dragon of the great dynasty.’ A more happy combina- 
tion of the European and Chinese ideas could not havo been 
attained. The prejudices of the former are consulted in the 
form of the decoration, while the grade is marked in a manner 
essentially Chinese. The intrinsic value of the medal is pro- 
bably about that of a gold dollar, which it nearly equals in 
size and weight. Since the order was first projected, most of 
those who were regarded as likely recipients have left the 
country, but others have arisen whose claims to one or other 
of the three grades are weighty. ‘To Gordon the highest class 
has of course been decreed; aud M. Giquel, the acting Com- 
missioner of Customs at Shanghai, bas been similarly rewarded, 
for services rendered in connection with the Franco-Chinese 
contingent in the province of Chekeang. The acceptance of 
the distinction by the geatlemen whom the Chincse may seck 
to honour, necessarily depends on tho approval of their Go- 
vernments ; but this will of course be accorded, as it has been 
in the numerous other instances where decorations havo been 
awarded as a mark of appreciation of services rendered to 
foreign Governments.” 

The Spring Mecting, which commenced on the 26th of 
April, secms to have excited the usual degree of interest, not- 
withstanding the commercial depression that prevailed. In a 
betting point of view, however, we are glad to observe that the 
meeting was characterised by a quietuess and an absence of 
“speculation,” which we look upon as indicative of the restora- 
tion of a better tone than has of late years prevailed on the 
turf at Shanghai, The following is a summary of tho sport :—

The North China Lerald has the following on the report of 
the French Municipal Council :-— 


The report drawn up by the French Municipal Council of their pro- 
ceedings, during the past and their projects for the ensuing year, sets the 
position’ of affairs lucidly before the land renters. ‘Thanks to the sum 
of Tls.!33,260 yielded by the tax on gambling-houses, their financial 
position is most flourishing, the balance in hand at the end of the year 
having been Tis. 8,000, out of a total revenue of Tis. 103,000. Nearly 
the half of this large sum is derived from taxes which have either never 
been recognized in the English concession, or were voluntarily abandoned 
by the land centers at their last meeting; while only Tis. 35,000 were 
derived from the house and land tax which figures so prominently in the 
English budget. Opium-houses, brothels, sampans, and gambling- 
houses alone yielded Tis. 48,000, and_the proceeds of taxes on various 
shops contributed Tis. 3,300 more. The expenditure is classified so 
differently from our own that it is difficult to compare the items, The 
salariesof the Secretariat at Tls. 5,948 and of the Police at Tls, 25,663, 
however, attract attention by the inferiority in amount to those 
paid by ourselves. Passing to the estimates for the ensuing year 
we find an anticipated ome of Tis, 111,500 to meet an ex- 
penditure of 110,500 tls. ; and this time the gambling houses are asscased 
at 43,500 tls., while the Chinese house tax is only to produce 19,000 tls. 
and that on foreign houses 750 tls, No less than 7,000 tls. are antici- 
pated from the boat-tax, which the English Council so generously aban- 
doned, and 4,500 tls. for that impost on brothels which the Taotai has 
objected to sanction. _ It is satisfactory, however, to find that the Consul- 
General has objected, however gently, against the utter disregard of the 
Chinese authorities shown by persistence in the levy of the tax on gam- 
bling houses, after the emphatic protest of the Taotai. M. de Montmorand 
has, it will be seen, requested the Council to consider how they can re- 
place this tax by some less objectionable impost. But these gentlemen held 
that the creation of any new taxes was impossible ; that the existing revenue 
was barely sufficient to meet the engagements which had been undertaken, 
and consequently begged the Consul-General to defer the question until 
it could be laid before a meeting of the laud renters on the Concession. 
‘This was agreed to, and it remains to be seen whether the Consul-General 
will insist on the illegality of thus running counter to the wishes of the 
Chinese, with sufficient emphasis to induce the abandonment of the im- 
post. That he will meet with strong opposition cannot be doubted, for 
without the 43,000 tls. anticipated from this source, the budget would be 
completely upset, and the abandonment of many contemplated works 
become inevitable. The scheme for the advancement of the bund 
to low water mark, which is now rapidly approaching completion, 
is also fully explained. ‘The total cost of this work is to be 
87,840, tls. of which 22,840 tls. are allotted to the construction of 
the necessary bunding, and 14,500 tls. to raising the mud-bank 
to the necessary level. The latter measure is by far the more simple 
of the two, and we fear that a recurrence of the disaster which has already 
happened to a portion of the new work is not improbable. The sinuosi~ 
ties which were noticeable shortly after its commencement, have lately 
become still more apparent, and suggest the fear we express lest it should 

ove too weak to support the immense pressure which is being gradually 

ought against it. A floating jetty has been constructed near the northern 
end‘of the bund, at a cost of 2,000 tls., and it is purposed to erect a simi~ 
lar éne at a similar cost ncar the Pagoda bridge. Great improvements, how- 
ever, are contemplated ifthe Land Renters agree to the sale of the 20 mow 
of land which will be reclaimed by the advancement of the bund line; 
amongst these the construction of two floating piers at a cost of 15,000 ts. 
are the most prominent. It is also suggested that 10,000 {tls. from the 
proceeds of such sale should be appropriated to the building of a chapel 
at, and the embellishment of the new cemetery. 


Sir Harry Parkes has been appointed commandant of the 
volunteer corps, vacant by the departure of Mr. Antrobus. 

Another attempt has been made by rowdies to carry off a 
steamer from the river, which fortunately proved unsuccessful. 
‘Twenty men boarded the steamer Z/yson, aud cast her off from 
her moorings; but they were unable to get up steam, owing to 
the absence of an important portion of her machinery. They 
then abandoned her, with the exccption of the leader of the 
gang, who was captured, and conveyed to the English consular 
gaol.

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The Friend of China has the following notice of the sale of 
steamers :— 

“To show the variation in tke price of stcam vessels in these 
waters, we may mention that the little craft built in England 
originally for Murrow's Canton line, afterwards sold to Tah Kee 
here for $44,000, and called the Mandarin, was bought the 
otuer day by Captains Partridge and Roundy for 3,500 taels ; 
and after undergoing some slight repairs, passed last week into 
the hands of Kwok Achecong, Hong Kong P. and O. Comprador, 
for 16,000 Mexican dollars, The Cricket, again, which Captain 
Hill sold to Tah Kee for 22,000 taels, passed also into the 
lucky hands of the gentlemen above mentioned for 1,150 taels 
only, and will, we hope, eventually obtain as good a return as 
her predecessor the Rose. We hear Mr. E. A. Reynolds has 
purchased that most serviceable steam-ship the Chusan, for 
18,500 taels, her price when transferred by the P. and O. 
Company to Chineso a couple of years ago being 65,000 Blexi- 
can dollars, 

A road is being constructed to Woosung, which will be 
completed in about a week. A sum of 7,000 tls. was, we 
believe, subscribed for the purpose, on which no return is 
expected by the projectors. The only obstacle to free commu- 
nication between this port and Woosung, at the present 
Taument, is the Soochow bridge, which, by some extraordinary 
means, continucs to stand, supported principally by the repu- 
tation of a charter from an unknown Taotai. The proprie- 
tors have an undoubted right to levy some toll, although Mr. 
Webb, one of the original shareholders, has publicly stated 
that it was the intention to throw it open so soon as it had 
paid itself, an object which has long since been obtained. But 
we do object to so large a revenue being extorted from the 
community for the privilege of using so inconveniently 
situated and crazy a structure. We doubt, morcover, the 
legality of exacting a tax from the Chinese, The Stone 
Bridge is an instance out of many in which a tax is being 
levied to recover the original outlay. But we do not think an 
instance can be quoted of & Chinese bridge, of which the cost 
has been repaid, being still subjected to a tax. 

Mr. Antrobus, of the firm of Lindsay and Co., proceeds to 
England by the present mail; alao Mr. Dick, Commissioner of 
Customs. The following announcements in connection with 
the customs have been made :— 

P. Giquel, Commissioner at Hankow, to officiate as Commissioner at 
Shanghai, vice I. Dick, granted seventeen months’ leave of absence. 


Richard W. Halkett, Clerk of the Ist Class, Hankow, to take charge of 
the office at Hankow, 


James Brown, Clerk of the 8rd Class, Ningpo, to be Deputy Com 
sioner at Shanghae. 


H. E. Hobson, to be Clerk of the Srd Class at Ningpo, vice James 
Brown, promoted. 


The passage of the Silver Eagle is thus noticed :— 

This celebrated clipper ship has made one of the fastest pas- 
sages ever recorded. She left the Downs on the 20th December, 
and crossed the equator on the twenty-second day. Her com- 
mander, Captain Longman, is of the Royal Naval Reserve, and 
adheres to the great principle of circle sniling, in pursuance of 
which he extended his course as far south as 51. She carried 
the winds prevailing from the northward from the meridian of 
the Cape of Good Hope, clearsd Van Dieman’s Land on the 
23rd February—only 43 days from the equator—and made 
the South Head Light on the evening of the 5th March, having 
achieved the distance from the Downs to Port Jackson in the 
singularly short time of seventy-two days. The extraordinary 
despatch which this vessel met with at Sydney is worthy the 
notice of the mercantile community at this port. She dis- 
charged 1,500 tons of general merchandise in 49 hours, and 
shipped 93U tons of coal; the entire discharging and loading 
being accomplished in 21 days, when she was again ready for 
sea, The Silver Eagle again left the anchorage at Port Jackson 
on the 2nd March, having made the run to this place in 38 
days, with calms and light winds to contend against. During 
the passage from thence her royals were only lowered for a few 
hours, The entire voyage, including detention in Sydney, was 
made in 135 days, 

Letters from Tangchow record the defeat of San-ko-lin-sin 
by the force lately commanded by Shih-ta-khai, better known 
as the Assistant King. These troops appear now to have 
amalgamated with the Mohamedan rebels, and the combined 
forces are for the present clearly in the ascendant in the Shan- 
tung province. San-ko-lin-ain’s defeat caused a panic through- 
out the province and led the inhabitants to seek refuge in the 
walled towns. In Fohkien the Imperialista have been more 











successful, having, it is said, defeated a sally of the Changchow 
garrison with a loss of 1,500 men. The success was mainly 
attributable to a movement suggested by Col. Kirkham, by 
which the rebels’ right flank was turned ; when, as usual with 
the Chinese, a panic at once ensued. 

An action has been brought into the Consular Court by 
Messrs. Smith, Preston and Co., of London, against Messrs. 
Maitland, Bush and Co., of Newchwang, to recover the sum of 
tls. 5,052.95 being amount of losses arising on the charter of 
the Vanda, wnich vessel they had taken up in Liverpool on 
time charter for account of Messrs. Maitland, Bush and Co., 
jointly with Messrs, Maitland, Maclean and Co., of Shanghai. 
The charter party having been made out in the names of the 
plaintiffs, they had been held responsible by the owners of the 
vessel, and now sought to indemnify themselves by recovering 
the amount of the loss from the real charterers, Owing to 
the absence from Shanghai of Mr, R. K. Maitland, who had 
been chiefly concerned in the management of the affair, thera 
was some difficulty in elucidating the actual nature of it, and 
judgment was reserved. 

The Acting British Minister at Peking, Mr. Wade, it is 
stated, isat issue with Prince Kung on the subject of the con- 
fiscation of tho steamer Afercury for entering a non-treaty 
port. 

HANKOW. 

A letter from this port states that a force of eight thousand 
of the Imperialists who have made themselves so notorious in 
that neighbourhood and at Kiukiang, entirely ignored the au- 
thority of their commanders when at Kinkow en route for 
Hankow, and, having looted the former town, declared their 
intention of marching on Hankow forthwith. Finding, how. 
ever, H.B.M.S. Hardy and a French gunboat in the river, 
awaiting their arrival, they changed their minds, marched 
into the interior towards the black tea districts of Anhuci, 
when they practically raised the standard of rebellion by 
murdering a Chi-Hsien, and giving up the district to plunder, 
Circulars had been issued by the Consuls impressing upon 
foreigners the necessity of acting prudently, and not straying 
too far from the settlement. 

The navigation of the Yangtsze has been much impeded of 
late by constant changes in the bed of the river. Even in the 
course of a few weeks pew sandbanks have formed, and old 
ones entirely changed their position, so that steamers leaving 
Hankow after having lain alongside a wharf with plenty of 
water, often find, on their return from Shanghai, considerable 
difficulty in approaching their moorings. For instance, only 
two weeks ago, the Fusiyama found it impossible to get along- 
side the Paoushun wharf, and had to anchor in the stream. It 
has been suggested that something might be done, by means of 
dredging boats to remedy the rapid shoaling of the river, and 
by frequent superficial surveys to keep the channel properly 
buoyed. But this would necessarily entail great expense, 
which it would probably be difficult to induce the Peking 
Government to sanction, while nothing can be drawn from the 
Shanghai Customs to defray any expenditure, however netes- 
sary, on the upper portion of the river. 

NANKING. 

Considerable excitement has been caused in this city by the 
discovery that some daring agent of the rebels had posted a 
Taiping proclamation on the great gate of the Governor. 
General’s Yamen, Copies had also been affixed to the walls of 
tea-houses and on other conspicuous places. Six men were 
arrested, and not being able to give a good account of them- 
selves, were beheaded. Such an occurrence is a sufficient evi- 
dence that disaffected bands still exist even at the very centre 
of eonstituted government, and that but little reliance can be 
placed on the tranquillity which now apparently prevails. 

KIU-RIANG. 

A special meeting of the renters of land at this port was 
held on the 28th of April, for the purpose of considering “ the 
proposed taxation scheme, extension of the bund, and police sta- 
tion,” P. J. Hughes, Esq., H.M.’s Consul, in the chair, The 
following resolutions were agreed to :— 

Proposed by Mr. Rainbow, seconded by Mr. Hyde—* That in the 
opinion of this meeting the present condition of the port does not warran 
the outlay recommended by the late Municipal Council. That instead of 
increasing the expenditure it is desirable to curtail it inevery possible way, 
and with this view the meeting would recommend the present Council to 
abandon the scheme of bunding in front of Messrs. Heard and Co.'s 
se ropoted by Mr. Mackintosh, seconded by Mr. Styan—* That the ar- 
rangements for a police station be left to the discretion of the Municipal 







Council, as it is the opinion of the land renters that they will incur no 
needless expen: : i 
Proposed by Mr. Harvey, seconded by’Mr. Mackintosh—“ That in the 


opinion of this meeting, it is undesirable to make any addition to, or al- 
teration in the present mode of taxing the land renters.” 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 

Considerable annoyance has been occasioned by the presence 
in the neighbourhood of a large number of braves, who com- 
mitted acts of violence on several persons who came within 
range of their projectiles. The native authorities appear to be 
powerless in the matter, and the English Consul does not ‘feel 
justified in taking ‘upon himself the responsibility of calling 
on the gunboat to enforce order. 

HONG KONG. 

The P. ond O. mail of 10th April arrived out on the 2st 
May. ‘The dates are now down to the 23rd. 

We have to note the departure for America of the Hon. Mr. 
Burlinghame, U.S. Minister at Peking, and Mr- Pruyn, Minister 
at Yedo. Chief Justice Adams, and Mr. Irwin, Colonial Chap- 
lain, come home also by this mail. 

The following is from the Daily Press :— 

“The military authorities are materially increasing their 
establishment in this colony. They are putting a third storey 
on the godowns on the south side of Queen’s-road, opposite 
the Commissariat whereof they are the tenauts, and they have 
taken those large premises at Spring-gardens known as McGre- 
gor and Co.'s, to the godown whereof another storey is also 
being added. It would sppear frum this that Kowloon is not 
deemed healthy. What surprises us is that the military do 
not level the ground on which the deserted quarters of the 
22nd NI stand. The earth taken away could be shot down 
the hill, and could be used for ;filling in opposite the Commis- 
sariat and naval yard. In this manner for a small sum of 
money the naval and military authorities would obtain two 
most valuable sites ; one with a water froutage, the other on a 
fine healthy bluff overlooking the Qneen’s-road. Besides, both 
these sites would be within their own palings, as it were. 

“ The naval yard is being vastly increased, aud will really very 
soon make an imposing appearance. We can see, or fancy so, 
that Sir Rutherford Alcock’s plan is being carried out. Namely, 
to keep a force in reserve to overawe the Chivese and Japanese 
Governments, In other words, to provide a body for that of 
which diplomacy is the soul. ‘This reserve can only be kept in 
Houg Kong, and the uttention which the military authorities 
are observing relative to malaria aud ventilation does them in- 
finite credit. 

“ We would suggest the feasibility of putting the Saiwan and 
the Stanley Barracks in good habitable order, and of making 
arrangements with the naval authorities to keep up a daily 
communication between Victoria and those places, by means of 
@ guuboat to be placed at the disposal of the military. The 
trip would be conducive to health, and so would the change 
of air, It would not take a gunboat more than an hour and a 
half to go from the parade ground wharf to Stanley, and she 
would be a good patrol against pirates in the Ly-ec-moon pas- 
sage. The only objection to the Stanley Barracks is that they 
are inaccessible—to place them within one hour and a half's 
distance from the parade ground wharf would be a great ac- 
quisition to the Hong Kong garrison.” 

The British ship Tueping, Captain Mackinnon, left London 
on the 8th February, discharged her pilot on the 9th, crossed 
the Equator on her 20th day out, passed the meridian of the 
Cape on the 43rd, St. Paul’son the 53rd, Aujer 71st, obtained 
her pilot on the 12th May, and eutered this port in tow of the 
Fame on the 13th, having only occnpied 92 days on her pas- 
sage from pilot to pilot, an almost unparalleled passage at this 
season of the year. 


SIAM. 
BANGKOK. 

Our dates are to the 20th May. The London Mail of the 
27th March reached Bangkok on the 14th May. Later intel- 
ligence would be brought there it was hoped by ILM, Princess 
Royal, bearing the flag of Vice-Admiral St. Vincent King, 
which was expected to pay the Siamese capital a visit before 
the end of May. The Freuch despatch boat Mrazle left 
Bangkok for Kampoot on the 2nd May, Messengers were to 
be despatched from the latter place to Udong, to inform the 
Cambodian Prince of his independence of Siam and dependence 
on France, A Royal autograph from His Majesty the First King 
of Siam, in reply to the one from His Imperial Majesty Napo- 
leon IIL, received in April, was sent late in the afternoon of 
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the 19th May, accompanied by a large procession, to the French 
Consul, for transmission to Paris, This autograph was said to 
relate to the new Cambodian treaty and other matters of pre- 
sent interest, and was to be transmitted by the steamer that 
left next day. 

On the night of the 25th April a daring attempt at robbery 
and murder was perpetrated in the residence of Captain G. H. 
Roberts, situate immediately behind Mr. Blake’s premises, The 
thief entered by removing some of the]bamboos leading into 
the frout room, A noise then aroused Captain Roberts, who 
sent his housekeeper, a China woman, to close a window, sup- 
posing it to be raining. On going into the hall she was imme- 
diately knocked down by a ruffian, Captain Roberts then 
jumped out of bed, drew a sword-cane, which lay convenient, 
and attacked the thief, who assailed the Captain, cutting him 
over the head several times with a sharpinstrument. Roberts’s 
sword-cane got bent in the struggle, and the would-be- 
thief and murderer made his escapo by the back door. 
Dr. Campbell was sent for and dressed the wounds of 
Captain Roberts and the woman. Mr. Blake was also 
on the spot, and messengers were sent for the police. 
The Commissioner on being informed of the outrage asked 
whether the sufferer was an Englishman or an American. 
Being told he was an Englishman, he sent off a uative officer 
and two or three peons, and troubled himself no farther till 
six o’clock next morning. The housckeeper’s skull was cut 
by the blow or blows which she received. Captain Roberts 
received more thaa a dozen cuts on his head and shoulders, 
though happily none of them were very dangerous. The thief 
did not succeed in getting away with any property, but on 
the contrary, with several thrusts from the sword-cane, 
At daylight next morning the thief was tracked by his blood, 
which must have flowed freely, to the New Road. There 
traces of him were lost, and the circumlocution officer had to 
delay the chase in conformity with established usage. At half- 
past eight or nine o'clock Acting-Consul Newman made his 
appearance on the ground. At three in the afternoon the 
Phra Raj Rong Muang came down, and the Acting-Consul pro- 
cceded to take down Captain Roberts’s statemeut. The native 
officer of the district suggested that if the foreigners were to 
offer a reward the burglar might be caught. The fellow had 
fifteen hours’ start of hisjpursuers, and ia likely to evade jus- 
tice, though a reward of 80 ticals has been offered for such 
information as may lead to his apprehension, Mr. Blake and 
Capt. Ames offering 50 ticals, and the Phra Raj Rong Muang 
30 ticals, making 80 in all. 

Since the above was written, on the 28th April, a Siamese 
with a stab wound in his face and two or three other wounds 
on his person, has been arrested in a wat. south-east of the 
Burmese village. This man may prove to be one of the burglars. 
This case is a striking commentary on the assertion of Consul 
Knox, that a police for the forcign quarter is not necded, 

Tho Stam Times remarks on the above :—“The present 
police force is uot authorised by the authorities to act outside 
of Sampeng, except in some special cases, Its chief cannot act 
without a warrant from the superior Siamese authorities. For 
the prevention of crime in the foreign quarters it is not avail- 
able. For its detection, if made avuilable by the slow process 
of applying for a warrant to superior Siamese anthorities, it is 
useless ; for so much time must elapse before the Phra Raj 
Rong Muang can be communicated with, that evil-doers have 
a chance of escaping. ‘This was clearly illustrated in the case 
of Captain Roberts. In the morning at daylight the miscreant 
who assailed him had been traced by his blood to the New 
Road, by the Commisioner of Police and a foreign merchant. 
‘The quarter to which ho was traced was inhabited principally 
by Hong Kong Chinamen, The Commissioner of Police applied 
to the acting British Consul for power to search tho houses of 
Hong Kong Chinese in the vicinity, while traces of the ‘ruffian 
were yet fresh, This power was refused by the Acting-Con- 
sul and application had to be made to the Phra Raj Rong Muang. 
This the Commissioner of Police knew would occasion delay 
enough to allow the would-be murderer to escape, and he re- 
monstrated against it, but in vain. The acting Consul had 
had his way, and after the lapse of fifteen hours the Phra Raj 
Rong Muang came on the ground, looked around him, aud 
went home again, This last outrage is a painful instance of 
the evils affecting the community through the apathy of 
the Foreign Consuls and the Government, Had a regular po- 
lice patrol been at all convenient, this daring attempt would 
not have been made, as it was from a public thoroughfare, and 
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the villain could not have escaped had there been any police 
to follow him up immediately. Captain Ames would have 
been justified in not sending a single peon to assist in this 
case unless he had been called upon by tho Phra Raj Rong 
Muang. Her Britannic Majesty's Consul has persistently en- 
deavoured to ignore the existenca of the force under Captain 
Ames, and has shown himself ever ready and willing to lessen 
the respect in which Captain Ames should bo held by his aub- 
ordinates and the public, by forcing him to appear as de- 
fendant to answer trumpery charges preferred by perjured 
natives for alleged illegal acts, which acts are necessarily inci- 
dental to his anomalous position.” 








STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 31st May. The London mail of the 17th 
April arrived out on the 21st May. 

H.M. steamer Zuryalus, Admiral Kuper, arrived at Singapore 
on the 17th May, and on the 23rd Admiral King relieved the 
former as Commander-in-Chief of the China and Japan station, 
hoisting his flag as such on board his vessel the Princess Royal. 

The Euryalue will return to Europe with Admiral Kuper, 
and the Princess Royal will proceed to China, calling possibly 
at Bangkok and Saigon by the way. H.M. steamer Severn, 
bearing the broad pendant of Commodore Montresor, left for 
‘Trincomalee on the 21st May. 

HLM. steamer Tamar, Captain Stirling, from Mauritius and 
Natal, from which latter station she embarked the 11th Regi- 
ment, arrived on the 19th May and sailed for Hong Kong on 
the 23rd, 

His Honour the Governor and suite returned from Malacca on 
the 20th May in the Mohr. 

The United States frigate Jroquois anchored in the harbour 
on the 22nd May, after a cruise. 

On paying @ visit to the powder magazine at Kallang, the 
Deputy Commissioner of Police found 500 barrels of powder 
stored in an open shed, with a Chinese cooking his rice within 
a dozen feet of the same. On tho 18th May, the proprietor of 
the magazine, Koo Chan, was fined 200 rupees by the sitting 
Magistrate, and tho gunpowder was confiscated, 

PENANG, 

With the close of the Criminal Sessions we hope (remarks 
the Gazette) wo have heard the last of the late Congsi rigts, A 
tedious sessions has beeu prolonged by the vindictive, but, 
happily, absurd proceedings on the part of the Ghi Hin and 
‘To-Peh Kong Congsis. Not satisfied with the charges which 
they brought against some thirty-five or forty individuals at the 
February Sessions, and nearly all of whom were found innocent, 
they again invoked the assistance of the Court to aid them in 
their work of revenge. Each Congsi, after retaining a special Law 
Agent to prosecute or defendas thecase may be, thought toobtain 
the mastery over the other, but in thisthey were foiled. The 
ridiculous ature of their proceedings was too evident to every 
observer. Some of their victims turned out to be decrepit old 
agriculturalists, whose very appearance ought to have been asuffi- 
cient guarantee against their engaging in any lawless riots, In 
every case the witaesses were enubled to prove in a graphic man- 
ner the whole scene of a riot, or the loot and burning of house 
and property. At the sound of horn and gleam of 
spears, the uuhappy prosecutor fied in haste for his uncer- 
tain life; but his presence of mind always got the better 
of his terror, and just at the desirable distance he 
bethought himself of seeking a retreat under the ample 
shades of coffe or mangoostin trees or behind canes and plau- 
tains, whence he accurately noted down in his mind’s eye every 
circumstance which took place so as at some future trial to be 
able to auswer every question which the ingenuity of lawyers 
could devise. Notin one case did this happen but in a dozen, 
and three at least of such fearless observers were alloted to 
each case for the prosecution, so that every subsequent Congsi 
case was nothing more than a rehearsal of the same play. But | 
the strongest fact which appeared in every case was that though 
the prisoners, their occupation, and abode had been 
well known to the prosecutor and his witnesses for years, yet 
no information was given against them till about a month after 
the occurrence, nor were they arrested for another month after 
the information, though the prisoners were frequently seen by 








the parties and the police during these intervals. It seems 
more likely that in every case the prosecutor and his witnesses 
fied at the first approach of some assailants, and never re- 
turned till his house had been ransacked and deserted, and 
that not till after he bad cast about in vain for the.likely 


parties did his Chinese instinct of revenge fasten on some 
innocent parties whom he knew to belong to the opposite 
Congsi. 

From the north of the Province we learn that a good deal 
of rain has fallen, and some of the Malays have been tempted 
to commence paddy planting, the scarcity of rice probably in- 
citing them to anticipate the regular paddy season. There has 
been an almost entire failure of the rice crop in Kedah, and 
the people are consequently suffering much from the scarcity 
of their staple article of food. Cholera has nearly quite dis- 
appeared ; a great number of deaths have, however, occurred 
during the last few months, causing considerable alarm amongst 
the natives. 

Another vessel, the barque Snap Dragon, was sold the 
other day to some Chinese merchants here for $17,500. This 
vessel was originally under the American flag, and has traded 
in tho East for the last three years, but when the Confederate 
cruizers appeared in these waters, she, in common with many 
others of the same nation, was sold in Bangkok, and hoisted 
Siamese colours. She will make a very creditable addition to 
the ships already owned in Penang, and we are glad to see the 
Chinese merchants speculating in really good ships, instead of, 
as in former days, buying up old half-rotten oraft, which will 
be continually requiring repair.

cent.,a fair rate for landed property, an actual fund of $145,580, an 
amount more than covering the tolal outlay upon the docks, plant, stock, 
and goodwill at Whampoa, which in this sense may be said therefore to 
have been bought for nothing.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea—Cantox.—Country Greens: ‘The market has at length opened 
by the settlement of a chop by an American house at 3 tls, proportion, 
which may be quoted fully [0 tls. lower than the teamen would have 
taken when the teas first arrived at market this season, and considerably 
Jower than last year. Canton-made Teas: The market, after some ap- 
parent shyness on the part of intending buyers, opened at from 10 to 12 
tla, higher for Scented Orange Pekoes, and 6 to 7 tls, for Scented Capers 
than last year, but equal to (in consequence of the low rate of exchange 
and freight) only 6 tls. for the former and 2 to 3 tls. for the latter; the 








sequence of the paucity of flower to scent the leaf with. It is expected 
that a considerable decline on these opening rates will soon take place. 
Canton Greens: Have not attracted any attention as yet, and a small 
quantity only of these kinds are at present being made up, owing to 
the large quantity remaining over from last season. New make 
Tayshans from Macao are being taken at full rates for the finer de- 
scriptions, but the medium and lower grades are rather neglected. 

\! Canton made Congous are being taken at fullrates. The sales of 
fortnight are as follow :—Canton Congous, 3,700 boxes, at 29 to 36 taels ; 
Scented Orange Pekoe, 12,000 boxes at 31 to 50 taels; Sceated Caper, 
18,000 boxes, 26 to 47 taels; Country Green, 624 half-clests, at 25 to 31 
tacls, The stock of Country Green is about 20,000 packages, that of 
other kinds being uncertain, 

Foocuow.—The market being swept, there is no report, 

SuancHal.—Black: There has been little done during the past fort- 
night, settlements only amounting to 50 half-chests; quotations remain 
unaltered. Settlements on the market 2 chops, 504 chests, Oopacks, 
Oonahms, Ningchows, Hohows, and Flowery Pekoe. _Re-shipped on 
‘owner's account 1 chop, 600 chests Oopacks, Oonahms, Ningchows, Ho- 
hows, and Flowery Pekoe. 3 chops, 110 chests, making total to date 
887,246 chests. Stock: Waiting shipment,{for re-sale, 5 chops, 2,900 
chests. We quote: Third crop Oopacks, none ; Ningchows, 17 to 20 ts. ; 
Oonahms, 15.50 to 20 tls. ; Hohows, None. Green: There has been 
considerable business done in Green Teas for New York and Canada, 
arrivals from Kiukiang on native account having kept the market well 
supplied, and prices have ruled favourably to buyers, there being fully a 
fall of 1 tls. since our last. Common to fair Moyune having been freely 
settled at 25 to 28 tls., and fine to finest, 29 to 34 tls. 

Amoy.—The stock noted in last report continues to attract little or 
no attention, and only a few trifling settlements are reported. Musters 
of the new Plain Orange Pekoes have been shown, and further musters 
representing specific parcels are expected in a few days. Prices in 
the country are reported to have opened at very moderate rates, and 
the teamen are displaying great caution, believing that to induce foreigners 
to operate a much lower range of rates mus: be established than has 
existed for many years past. ‘Ihe unsold stock is stated at 2,400 half- 
chests Oolong, and 76 half-chests Congou, which being refused, the 
season may be called closed, the export being 700,000 Ib. in excess of 
last year. 

Nincro.—Contracts to the extent of 2,0C0 pls. are reported from the 
interior at 31 to 82 tls. deliverable in Shanghai, but as there is not much 
disposition to purchase, rates are expected to recede. 

Hanxow.—During the past fortnight 1 chop of common coarse 
Oonam has been settied at 11.2 taels leaving only 1 chop which is of 
similar quality on the market. Total settlements to date 740 chops. 
Quotations nominal. 

Kewxranc.—Green Teas: Nearly 7,000 packages had been settled 
for United States and Canada at prices showing a decline of nearly two 
taels on common and one tae] on fine teas. Supplies continued toarrive, 
but the shipments on native account were largely in excess of arrivals, 
and only 14,000 half-chests remained in stock. Quotations were— 
Moyune: Fine to finest, tls. 27 to 31 ; common to medium, tls, 22 to 26 
per picul. Fycho' jedium to fair, tls. 2l to 25; common, tls. 18 to 
20 per picul. © Total Settlements and Shipments: 219,309 half-chests or 
12,881,400 Ibs., against 231,500 half-chests or 13,488,100 Ibs. last year. 
Black Teas: In these there was again no business to report, and no 
change in quotations which remained—Ningchow: Common, tls. 16, 
Hohow: Common, tls. 12 per picul. Total Settlements and Shipments: 
i 10,900 chests or 9,675,800 Ibs., against 111,600 chests, or 9,739,500 Ibs., 
jast year. 

Nacasakr.— Ls just now quite neglected, and prices have fallen about 
$2. ‘The new season's leaf is expected to arrive in about forty days. 

Yoxouama.—Since the departure of last mail a fair business has been 
transacted in our Tea Market; the settlements as before have been almost 
entirely for the American market ; the almost unprecedentedly flat state 
of the Home markets having, as wep viously stated, put at all even 
temporary stop to the purchases at high rates for that quarter. Prices 
we must quote decidedly lower, with a tendency to astill further decline. 
Fine Teas are $0.50 to 1.00 per picul lower, while medium teas about 
$22.00 are fully $1.00 lower than at the date of our last. Settlements 
for the fortnight amount to about 1,200 piculs, leaving a stock of about 
3,000 piculs, 

Raw Sitx—Siraxcat.—Since our last we have very little business 
to report in this staple. The total settlements for the month of April, 
} amount to about 100 bales Chinas, chiefly Sze-chuen silk lately arrived 
from Hankow, and about 1,000 bales Japan, making total settlements for 
the season 98,900 bales, against 37,900 at corresponding period last season. 
The total export of all kinds from China and Japan to date is 38,900 bales, 
against 37,900 last season. The unsold at stock is only about 150 bales. 
‘The prospects for the new season's crop are encouraging, and some native 
dealers estimate the probable production at as much as 60,000 bales. 
From Japan, advices to the 27th ult. repott a quieter feeling and a decline 
in prices of $35 to $50 per picul, with an increasing stock. 

‘OKOHAMA.—For a few days after the departure of last mail steamer 
business was very flat, few buyers only being disposed to operate at the 
high prices that were still ruling. But since the receipt of the 27th 
February mail, the native dealers having submitted to a reduction of from 
$30 to 70 from the highest point, about 330 bales were settled, making a 
total for the season of 13,300 bales, against 14,300 at the time last year, 
‘The unsold stock on the market amounts to about 900 or 1,000 piculs, 
mostly composed of medium and coarse kinds, fine hank silk remaining 
scarce. To all appearance the approach of the new crop, and the fear of 
afurther fall in prices, are strong incentives for the Japanese holders to 
bring their silk forward and press realisations. We therefore venture to 
hope that, if the foreign buyers do not spoil their own bargain by too much 
eagerness, we are at the beginning of a reaction in our favour, The 
Japanese are now anxious sellers; it will be our own fault if we throw 
away our chance.

Sales of the 
fortnight amount to 9,300 pieces, and from Amoy we hear of settlements 
of 2,550) pieces, chiefly Ibs. BL goods, the quotation for which at that port 
is $5.75. White Shirtings: Show a decline in value equal to that sus- 
tained by unbleached goods, with settlements reported during the fortnight 
equal to 5,500 pieces. ‘I-Cloths: Have found buyers at the reduced 
quotations given in this report to a considerable amout.t, aud as the dealers 
have now supplied themselves pretty frecly, the market closes somewhat 
weak, and to effect further siles in quantity a further concession would be 
necessary on the part of the importer. The settlements effected in this 
colony during the past fortnight amount to fuily 18,000 pieces, Sales of 
2,100 pieces are reported from Amoy at $8.90 to 3.45 for Ibs. 6 to 6! 
goods. American Drills: No stocks, but sales of 2,000 pieces of drills 
of English manufacture are reported. White Spotted Shirtings, Dyed 
do., Brocades, White and Coloured: ‘There are not many sales of these 
goods to report, and prives remain nominally as quoted last month. Da- 
Tasks: Meet with no inquiry. Chintzes: The sales reported during the 
fortnight amount to 450 pes.

Cloths: Have not met with any very brisk enquiry, and rates remain 
without alteration, ‘The sales reported consist of 120 ‘pieces of Spanish 
Stripes and about a similar amount of Medium and Habit Cloths. Long 
Ells: Assorted colours are quoted as under date of last report, but 
Scarlet commands an advance of 15 to 20 cents per piece upon the price 
current a fortnight ago.

Camlets > Remain unchanged in value, and have found buyersto the extent 
of 300 pieces. Lastings : 200 pieces have been purchased.

ALTERED CONDITION OF SHANGHAL 
Snanantar formerly received tho well-deserved appellation of 
The Model Settlement,” per s, of all the foreign settlements 
in China. 

















In those days trade flourished, merchants made 
their fortunes, residents bought land cheap, and built stately 
mansions on its mud soil, and great harmony prevailed among 
jts motley community, who pursued thceven ten or of th ir 
way without governors and council to control, or judges 
and lawyers to dispute their acts. Although of natioualities 
and races differing from each other as much as cats and dogs, 
rabbits and monkies, or rats and mice, yet they associated 
together as peacefully as the famous “ Happy Family” of tho 
menagerie. Alas! those dayshave passed away. ‘he dog is 
worrying the rat, the cat is pinching the mouse, and the mon- 
key is pulling the rabbit by the cars, Everybody seems to be 
quarrelling with everybody elsc, and all are dissatisfied, more 
or less, with the Moloch they had set up to worship, and to 
govern their affairs by the administration of a guasi Municipal 
Council. Commerce is no longer flourishing, merchants are 
becoming bankrupt, a Supreme Court is being established, law- 
yers are flocking to that shrine of contention, foreign residents 
object to pay taxes which no authority has power to enforce, 
the necessary public works are abandoned for want of funds, 
and, generally, the “Model Settle:eut” is in sad case. Tho 
causes that have led to this altered condition of Shanghai are 
numerous, but that which immediately commandsour attention 
is the unsatisfactory state of the Municipal Government, 
which is unable to cope with the pecuniary difficulties that 
surround it, On this head we have a partial explanation in 
the valedictory speech of Mr. Henry W. Dent to the land- 
renters, on his resigning the office of Chairman to the so- 
called Municipal Council, in which the following occurs :— 
“ When times, aro prosperous aud large fortunes made with 
“rapidity, men usually are far less proue to criticise the nature 
“ of the taxes they have to contribute to, oreven their amount. 
© Let, however, adversity come upon us, let commerce fail, let 
“property depreciate to a fearful extent, then different feel- 
“ ings are awakened in the minds of tax-payers. Taxes which 
“therctoforo have been found to yicld a sufficient revenue, 
© gradually are becoming less productive. Hence new taxes 
“become a necessity, aud with these the means of enforcing 
“them, This being one of the most important features in 
“iunicipal government, naturally leads to its consideration.” 

‘hese trite remarks he illustrates by giving an_ historical 
sketch of the origin of the Council and thefextent of its powers 
of self-government, as originally Jaid down by Sir Rurnenrorp 
Atcock in 1854, when he was British Consul at Shanghai, 
Without entering into details, we agree on the whole with Mr. 
Denxt's views as to the insufficiency of that institution at the 
present day, at the same time Sir Rutnerrorp deserves the 
higiest encomiums for the plan on which he framed the Land 
Regulations, and the rules for guiding the Municipal Council. 
For seven ycars these met all the requirements of tho settle 


——————, 

ment without a murmur, and it is only surprising how such a 
large and heterogeneous community could bave been governed 
by so limited a code of laws and so slender an adminis- 
tration, for that length of time. As the circumstances 
under which the Council was formed out of the primitive 
“Committee of Roads and Jetties” was the growth of the 
settlement into a prosperous town, so the augmentation of that. 
town into a great city or colony demands a new constitution. 
Sir Rurnerrorp Atcock is shortly returning to China in the 
well-earned capacity of Her Masesty'’s Minister at the Court 
of Peking. Doubtless on his way to the capital he will call at 
Shanghai, where he will naturally inquire into the grievances 
of his bantling ; and the time would be appropriate for the 
land-renters to set forth their views on the “ Better Govern- 
ment of Shanghai” question. Three years ago this was the 
topic of the day, when the safety of the settlement was en- 
trusted to the Defence Committee, to provide measures for its 
protection against the Taiping Rebels, which the Municipal 
Council had neither the means nor the power to initiate. That 
committee did its duty until the causes which brought it into 
existence had passed away ; and before dissolviug pointed out 
the absolute necessity of having some general system of govern- 
ment similar to that of the Free City of Hamburg. This idea, 
however, was not acceptable to the community ; and any further 
attempt to raise the locus standi of the land-renters was quashed 
by the famous despatch of Sir Freperick Bxvce, wherein he 
considers them nothing more than squatters on Chinese ter- 
ritory, and the British settlement to have no legal existence. 
Be this as it may, the time is now at hand when something 
must be done to establish an efficient executive and legislative 
government at Shanghai, As to the Municipal Council, it is 
neither one thing nor another. It wants the vital power of all 
municipalities, namely, to sue and be sued ; and hence it is not 
@ corporation ot all. It is a self-elected body under the 
permissive authority of the representatives of England, 
France, and the United States of America, id est, the joint act 
of a constitutional monarchy, an imperial despotism, and a re- 
public, Such a heterogeneous authority is contrary to the laws 
of political economy, and will no more mingle than cil, water, 
and sand. It is this divided authority that renders the 
Council utterly powerless to enforce the payment of taxes. If 
it was under the jurisdiction of one treaty Power this could be 
done ; as is the case atthe British settlements of Hankow,Kewki- 
avg, Tientsin and others, where nove but British subjects are 
allowed to purchase or rent land. If Shanghai was a British 
settlement there would be an end of the difficulty, but it is not 
80, it is a “ Foreign settlement,” including what are called the 
English, French, and American concessions, according to the 
land and municipal regulations of July 1854, signed by Axcock, 
Epay, and Murray, and the plenipotentiaries of their nations, 
together with Taourar Woo on the part of the Chinese authori- 
ties. 

Such being tho case there is no possibility of forming a 
legal council unless the settlement is divided into separate con- 
cessions, the British having that which is commonly assigned 
to them. But since these regulatious were passed, other 
Powers have ratificd treaties with China, containing favoured- 
nation clauses; so that unless they agree to yield their 
privileges any of them can object to the participation of the 
foreign settlement. Perhaps Sir Ruraerrorp ALcock might 
persuade the Government at Peking to grant a concession, or 
possibly to have the land ceded ; but that would be sure to raise 
the opposition of his colleagues, and cause eudless negotiations, 
while the material improvement of Shanghai would go to 
wreck, and even the Chinese houge-renters might refuse to 
pay taxes—which would be the denth-blow to the bubble muni- 
cipality, In that case what course would lie open for the British 
authorities to pursue? We know of only one, and that would 
be to abandon the forcign settlement altogether, and secure a 
concession from the Chinese Government of the land at Woo- 
sung, for British residents only, as at the Yangtsze open ports, 
where the Consuls have power to enforce the laws. Nay, more, 
if Sir RutHeRForD were to represent that it was necessary for 
sanitary considerations to remove the forces from their present 
unhealthy locality to Woosung, where it is more salubrious, as 
in the annexation of the Kowloon shore to Hong Kong, it is 
just possible that the Emperor of Cana would cede the land 
to Her Masesty. This would effectually solve the difficulty, 
as far as England is concerned, and with a railway to unite the 
new colony with the old settlement, Shanghai would be properly 





governed uuder the wegis of the glorious British Constitution. 
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CHINESE OWNERS OF FOREIGN SHIPS. 


AN important concession is stated to have been obtained 
by Mr. Rosert Harr, Inspector-General of H.I.M.’s Mari- 
time Customs, from the Chinese Government, to the effect that 
natives may legally be the owners of foreign ships, and trade 
at any port in China under the protection of the national 
flag. Hitherto the Chinese ownership of foreign vesscls has 


been restricted to a few lorchas and small steamers trading 


between the treaty ports, and into the silk districts near Shan- 
ghaiand Ningpo. Although the property of native owners, yet 
these vessels are all commanded by foreigners, chiefly Euglish 
and American ; and although part or most of the crews are 
Chinese, yet the officers, engineers, and other responsible 
persons, are also foreigners. 
under forcign flags, mostly British andthe United States. But, 


what is of chief consideration, the register of a ship owned by 


@ Chinese was made out in the name of a foreigner, in whom 
the true owner had implicit confidence, as it was an illegal 
transaction, Be that as it may, hundreds of lorchas and small 


steamboats have been sailed under the British flag, by Evglish 


captains and officers, and ostensible English owners ; and, to 
their credit, we know of no iustance where the confdence in 
their integrity by the bona fide Chinese owner has been broken. 
However, the principle is wrong, and tends to the demoral- 
isation of British relations in China. On the other hand, a 
large flect of native junks is owned by foreign merchants, who 
are allowed to sail them under their national flags by their 
respective consular authorities, although they are manned by 
Chinese masters and crews. These junks are used as cargo- 
boats and barges, The latter on the Yangtsze being towed by 
steamers sometimes from Hankow to Shanghai. It is well 
known that from time to time some of these steamers, lorchas, 





and junks have visited non-treaty ports for the purposes of 


trade, and penalties have been inflicted on the owners for so 
doing, in accordance with the treaty of ‘Tientsin. By this new 
concession, these restrictions, as far as the native owners are 


concerned, will be done away with, and the Chinese owners of 


lorchas and steamboats may henceforth have the vesscls 
registered at the foreign Customs in their own names. This 
is only a just concession to the enterprising Chinaman 
who has ventured his capital in improving the shipping 
interests and commerce of his native country. But when it is 
proposed to extend this ownership to vessels of the largest 
burthen, with power to trade at every port in the empire, it 
infringes on the rights of foreign traders, who are excluded 
from other than treaty ports. As the bulk of the merchant 
fleet in China is British, of course our iuterests will be 
materially affected by this concession ; and it behoves every- 
one interested in the shipping with China to look seriously 
into the matter. The Imporial decree promulgating this measure 
has not yet reached us, consequently wecannotenter into details; 
neither have the Ministers and Consuls of the treaty Powers 
published any notifications on the question. However, sufficient 
has transpired to enable us to form au opinion on the general 
question. 

We think it a measure that will not stand, as it is con- 
trary to the policy that hitherto has raised the foreign trade 
of China to its present high development—especially as sus- 
tained by British merchants, whose true course is to encourage 
and promote what has already been so successfully done in the 
conveyance of merchandise and produce in British ships only, 
manned by British sailors and officers, and owned by British 
owners. Not only do the foreigners of other nationalities in 
these waters recognise the safety and security of cargoes in 
British bottoms, but the Chinese prefer shipping in them. And 
why so? Simply because the practical Chinese mind sees the 
advantage of insuring bis property in a British ship, when 
he cannot do so in one owned by his countrymen, as 
there is no law of insurance in China, and foreign in- 
surance companies will not insure cargo in vessels owned or 
manned by Chinese, even with foreign captains and officers. 
If we are not mistaken, the lorchas, steamers, and junks already 
reforred to are neither insured nor the cargoes they carry, oven 
though the ownership is ostensibly in foreign names ; in the 
same maoner that houses owned and tenauted by Chinese 
seldom or ever have an insurance effected on them. There is no 
doubt that the preference given by the Chinese shipper to 
foreign vessels, where time is a matter of importance, bas been 
influenced by their superior speed and punctuulity in reaching 
their ports of destination, But his chief consideration is the

“can insure ;” which he readily avails himself of, and cheer- 
fully pays the premiums. Now, in the event of the wealthy 
Chinese investing in foreign ships, and native merchants ship- 
ping cargo in them, to trade between any of the immense 
number of ports in China, is it likely that the insurance com- 
panies would grant policies on either vessel or goods? We 
should say not, even if they were officered or manned by 
Englishmen or sailors of other nationalities. The insurance 
offices, by their regulations, have shown hitherto that they have 
no confidence in Chiuese ownership of vessels or houses, or pro- 
perty on sea or land, under their charge; and we very much mis- 
take their policy if in this instance they will extend their opera- 
tions to native risks. On the contrary, it is probable that they may 
be more particular in future as to enforcing the rules laid down 
where a policy becomes vitiated. Under these circumstances 
it is not likely that even the Chinese will avail themselves of 
this new measure; aud we presume that no foreign trader 
would risk his goods on board such vessels. At the same time, 
as far as legalising the ownership of vessels at present held 
clandestinely is concerned, Mr. Hant has secured a boon to 
the Chinese, and relieved many foreigners of questionable 
titles, for which he is entitled to the thanks of the foreign 
communities in China.

THE DE MORNY SALE. 


The auctioneer distributed the late Duc de Morny’s collection of 
pictures and curiosities to the four winds, and the widowed duchess and 
children will receive something like two millions of francs when all 
expenses are paid. The gross sum received was 2,023,987 francs, of 
which the pictures produced more than three-fourths. The curiosities 
| realised $24,737 francs. Jt is with the latter that we have to do; the 

amounts paid for the pictures have been reported in all the journals in 
Burope. 

‘As regards the curiosities, of which a large proportion consisted of 
Chinese, Japanese and other Oriental productions, scraps of information 
have appeared in the London daily and other papers, but the value of these 
may be estimated from the fact that the French journalist originated a mass 
of errors which have been copied with more or less fidelity with the blindest 
confidence on all hands. Asinstances of these blunders, we may mention 
acrystal cup which sold for 1,260 francs, set down at 12,600 francs, a jade 
ornament marked 2.300 instead of 1.010 francs, another at 1,505 in place of 
900 francs, two vasesat 4,000 instead of 1,600 francs, and two bowls at 
770 in place of 170 francs. If information is worth anything atall it is 
worth while to give it accurately, and therefore we have taken the trouble 
to obtain the prices at which the principal articles were sold from the 
official documents, and it will be seen, as we have stated on former occa- 
sions, that Paris is not a bad marketfor Chinese and Japanese curiositi 

‘The most important items in the section of cloisonnes, or incised enamels, 
were the following, the prices being given in sterling money, and odd 
shillings being omitted. Bronze Monster seated and holding an oval dise 
of white jade, carved and pierced with dragons and flowers and surrounded 
by two long branches of flowers in enamel, £60. Two fine perfume 
burners in sea-green and bluc enamels, with dragon handles in gilt bronze, 
£144, Flat box with cover, eight inches in diameter and four inches high, 
enamelled in medallions, containing landscapes with figures, the heads of 
the latter being in gilt bronze and standing out from the surface, £160. 
Perfume burner on three feet, round and about fifteen inches 
quoise enamel with ornaments in relief, £59. A large gourd- 
with two handles covered with flowers in coloured enamels on blue ground, 
£92. Two square screens about fifteen inches square, enamelled flowers 
‘on blue ground, in carved and pierced wood stand, £112. Two enamelled 
pictures, 28 inches by 16, representing a river with junks in eagle wood 
frames, decorated with bronze, £45. ‘Two square perfume burners, about 
sixteen inches high, enamelled with dragons and ornaments, standing on 
four heads of monsters in bronze with dragon handles, £75. Square vase 
decorated with mountain scenery in coloured enamels, £62. Round 
perfume burner with decorations on blue enamel ground, monster handles 
in gilt bronze, supported on a kneeling elephant in gilt bronze, altogether 
under nine inches high, £66. Pagoda, sixteen inches high, gilt bronze 
and coloured enamels, £52. 

‘There were a dozen or more articles in rock crystal of European and 
Oriental work richly ornamented cup of the time of Louis XV., 
sold for £139, and a fabulous bird, ornamented with precions stones, an 
Italian work of the sixteenth century, £240. A small upright vase not six 
inches high, of Chinese origin, with elephant head handles and loose rings, 
all worked out of the crystal, with engraved figures and dragon on the 
cover, £84. 

Half-a-dozen incrusted jade vases and boxes of Persian workmanship, 
fetched nearly £800. 

‘The other works in jade amounted to more than sixty in number. A round 
cup with cover,about fourinches highand 6 inchesin diameter in milk-white 
jade carved and pierced, fetched €41, Two perfume burners ia the seme 






































Two pairs of small 
bowls on a tray in white jade, each marked with Chinese characters, 
pair, £32. Flower-shaped cup in white jade with gilt and enamelled 
handle, about two inches high, £22.

Monster with small vase on his back, green jade, with very 
ancient inscription, 7 inches high, £52. Pair of spherical boxes with trees

ith handles and wings, with landscape engraved and gilt, anda long 
inscription in Chinese, 14 inches high, £112. Cup and cover, spherical 
with flattened sides, carved and pierced, green jade with inlets of white 
jade, four ring handles, 14 inches high, £60. 

‘The porcelain includes some fine pieces. Two old China vases, baluster 
sbaped, with covers, and decorated with flowers on a white ground, brought 
from the Palace of the Escurial, 45 inches high. £400; pair of square 
‘vases, old china, birds and flowers on a white ground, 16 inches high, 464; 
bottle, old china, clouds, birds, and ornaments in blue and copper colour, 
27 inches high, £22; Pitong, old turquoise china, 14 inches high, £54; 
pair of parrots in old turquoise, on violet coloured rockwork, £44; vase, 
with figures and ornaments in relief and sunk colours on blue ground, 
ancient and curious, mounted on a bronze stand of the time of Louis 
XVL, 16 inches high, £42; baluster shaped vase, in old grey crackling 
china, with fowers and ornaments in relief, with gilt bronze handles and 
mounting, 16 inches high, £44. ‘These are but a few of the most import- 
ant items. 

‘The Chinese and Japanese bronzes were numerous, but less remarkable 
than the enamels and china. ‘Two vases in the shape of open mouthed 
trumpets, in Japanese bronze, encrusted with silver, with leaf shaped 
handles, 16 inches high and 15 wide at the top, £57; teapot and heater, 
the latter in bronze, with handles, and decorated with flowers and orna- 
ments in silver, the former in white metal, chased and gilt, with handle 
formed of birds, Chinese, £22; tazza, with butterflics in relief, encrusted 
with silver and gold, with gilt heads of monsters for handles, £40. 

The lacquer works were numerous and good. Chiffoniere cabinet, 
with figures of Japancse, flowers, &c., in gold, and mountings in Tonquin 
bronze gilt, £54; pair of candlesticks in eagle wood, carved and lacquered, 
and decorated with tortoises and insects in gold and silver, £42, 

Amongst the ornaments was a mandarin’s necklace, composed of 
beads of lapis lazuli and coral, with pendants in rose and ruby 
coloured erystal, and mounted in gold, £47. A pendant with amulet 
in carved cornaline, green jade rings and three large pearls, £71; 
and a massive gold box with filigree ornaments, surmounted by a monster's 
head carved in turquoise, and containing a bronze figure of a divinity, 
from the Summer Palace, £58. Two mosaic pictures, one representing a 
landscape, and executed in mother o° pearl and coloured stones ona black 
ground, the other trees and flowers on a salmon coloured ground, £19 ; 
two cups and covers in Indian tortoiseshell, with decorations in gold, £36. 

The ornamental furniture included four square stools in black lacquer, 
with incrustations of flowers and ornaments, of Chinose manufacture, £23. 
Two small round tables, carved and pieced with inlet porcelain tablets 
representing the fete of flowers, £76. ‘Iwo small cabinets, with drawers, 
in carved soap stone, on wooden stands decorated with flowers, £123, 
Small cabinet in carved eagle wood, and decorated with figures in white 
jade inlaid with bronze, £18. 


















































MALPRACTICES OF BANK OFFICERS IN THE EAST. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1e,— Your issue of April 17th, containing an extract on the above, 
has just come to hand, and I hasten to avail myself of your permission to 
reply to it through your columns, desiring on behalf of myself and con- 
Freres to repudiate the insinuations so lavishly and so undeservedly cast 
upon us. 

Pith respect to the privilege of obtaining sight drafts on London, at 
the rate of exchange granted to the public on siz months’ sight paper, 
‘one might imagine from the tone of the writer that this was abused to an 
alarming and dangerous extent. Now, one who has succeeded in pro- 
curing so much information regarding the strictly private arrangements 
existing between the leading banks and their forcign staff, cannot be igno- 
rant that the latter are rigidly forbidden to enter upon any speculative ot 
trading operations whatever, on their own account. Whether this salutary 
regulation is closely adhered to, or if it is occasionally evaded, Tam not 
in a position to say, but the shareholder in question may rest assured that 
the sending home of large remittances by sight drafis would most infal- 
libly lead to the offender's detection and consequent dismissal were the 
latter the case. Writing froma tolerably wide experience, I have no 
hesitation in saying that the privilege is never made use of except in the 
case of family remittance, and I am much mistaken if the general body 
of shareholders is disposed to grumble at this slight boon being granted 
to such of their employés as have relatives to support in England. 

The second ground of complaint is the allowance of interest at the 
rate of siz per cent. per annum upon our current deposit account ba- 
lances; and how much loss does this entail on the poor shareholders, I 
wonder? The rule, 1 believe, was originally established for the purpose 
of fostering a spirit'of economy among the junior officials, but were the 
balances of the whole Eastern staff taken inthe aggregate, I question if 
the average amount of the credit of each individual would represent more 
than a month's salary! 1 quite agree with the writer in his recommenda- 
tion that “ledger- keepers” and “clerks” should be prohibited from 
Keeping current deposit accounts with the establishments they serve, 
seeing that Eurasian and other native hands have of late 10 grossly de- 
cerved their employers ; but were such a want of confidence as the impo- 
sition of this regulation would imply shown to a European bank officer, 
he would resent the insult by immediate resignation.

sinuation that bank officials abroad are paid “ridiculously 
higher than they are worth,” must have been made in ignorance of the 
fact that the leading establishment in the East has lost the whole of its 
Bombay staff (from the agent down to the junior assistant accountants) 
within the past eighteen months, they having procured more lverative 
situations elsewhere, which testifies that the enterprising inhabitants of that 
city are of a different and more appreciative opinion, at any rate. In 
trading language, the market value of banking experience has risen con- 
siderably within the last few years; neither is this surprising when 
‘one reflects upon the enormous ‘competition now prevailing, in the face 
of which the older establishments will do wisely to pause before they 
give heed to such insinuations as have been quoted above. An efficient 
foreign establisl:ment is the best surety for a lucrative business, and this 
can only be maintained by a liberal scale of salaries.— Yours truly,

WOOSUNG FOR THE PORT OF SHANGHAI, 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

‘Sta,—Having read with much interest the letter of “* Free Trade,” in 
the last impression of your journal, and considering the vast importance 
of the question, not only to the community of Shanghai but to the com- 
mercial world at large, I trust you will allow me space in your columns 
for a few observations, which a residence of some years in the-‘ Model 
Settlement” may justify me in asking. 

In my mind—which Iam happy to say is not biassed by any shares in 
steam tugs, or uninhabited native dwellings in the settlements or their 
suburbs—there are very great doubts whether the transfer of the anchorage 
to the mouth of the Wongpu would be any advantage to the prosperity of 
the commerce at Shanghai, or saving in risk to vessels visiting that port. 
No doubt the ignorance complained of by ‘Free Trade” on the part of the 
Municipal Council in the bunding opposite the settlement, and the irre- 
gular construction of the jettics, thereby narrowing the channel at Pootung, 
point, and making that elbow of the river more difficult to navigate, are 
great drawbacks tothe present aachorage ; but they are not insurmountable 
difficulties, and with the present works to commence from, a combination 
between the French and English councils to preserve an even river front- 
age, and regulate the length and construction of the jetties, would, I am 
sure, soon remedy the present evils. To transfer the anchorage to 
Woosung, I consider, would be a very questionable advantage even in the 
case of the river steamers transferring their cargoes of produce to the 
homeward-bound ships there, and so saving a river navigation of some 
28 miles up and down, as this would entail a staff of clerks and native 
officials on the part of each firm, the establishment of a branch 
Custom-house, and the same risks that have been encountered at 
Shanghai of bunding the banks of the river, erecting jetties or 
wharves, or excavating, as your correspondent suggests, docks. To 
add to these difficultics it would not always be required or practi- 
cable to tranship produce at Woosung, fora deal of it arrives un- 
prepared for the voyage home or intended for the Shanghai market ; and 
where the agents of steamers would make no allowance for the 14 miles 
less distance, consignees would not care to incur the expense and risk of 
the railway transit to the settlement, and the attending removals and knock- 
ing about of packages; and from the past experience of pilfering in ship- 
ment homewards, | think it very unlikely that firms would care to trust 
their goods to a staff of natives, in whatever capacity, so far from their 
own supervision, or to encourage public Godowns or embark in private 
ones, with their extensive accommodation at Shanghai doomed to lie idle. 

Again arises the question—would the river at Woosung be a safer ot 
more commodious anchorage than the present one at Shanghai? - I think 

ssuredly not, for below the bar the channel is narrow, and would not 
provide room for a third of the tonnage which assembles in the port in the 
south-west monsoon ; while if the vessels had to cross the bar they might 
as well proceed to Shanghai at once, for then the greater part of the risk 
of navigation would be over; aud I think it very doubtful whether much 
space available for moorings could be found in the broad expanse of water 
above the bar, which, if 1 remember right, is very shallow except on the 
left or channel side of the river; aud I don’t think that that accommodation 
would be much improved by interfering with the banks by bunding or 
wharves, which it ia very likely would even be attended with worse results 
than at Shanghai, as the narrowing of the stream might only deepen the 
present bar at the cost of a much more dangerous one at the conflux of 
the two rivers, and the extension of the middle ground, now I believe 
worthy of the name of Gough Island. 

Iu conclusion, Sir, it is my humble opinion, from the arguments I 
have given above, that it would be a great mistake to attempt to make 
Woosung the port of Shanghai, as when a terrific outlay of money had 
been expended the advantages might, and, I think would, be found to rest 
with the present anchorage. Then why incur such risk? A deal of 
money, it is true, has been squandered over the present settlement, but 
with it what is necessary has been obtained, and the experience should 
teach us that it would Ue folly to throw away more on an unneceseary 
scheme. Woosung as a Sanatorium, is a very different thing to ‘* Woo- 
sung as the port of Shanghai ;""and in the former capacity 1 should be 
glad to hear of it connected with the settlement by @ good inland road, 
by means of which the elite of Shanghai could drive or ride out on a 
Saturday evening to enjoy alittle pure air at their marine villas, and 
escape from the nauseous effluvia which have taken possession of the 
concession, since cupidity converted it from a healthy “model settle- 
ment” to a native settlement of sickness, filth, and vice.—I am, Sir, your 
obedient servant, Mercator.

RE THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN (LIMITED) AND 
THE COMPANIES’ ACT, 1862. 

‘This was a motion to rectity the register of this company by striking 

thereout the name of Mr. J.B. Hisgs, of 22, Change-ailey, Cornhill, 








merchaat, who was by the register represented to have been a shareholder 
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‘in respect of 50 shares, which became forfeited on the 29th May last. The 
case turned upon the construction of the 16lst section of the Companies’ 
Act. On the 22nd April, 1864, the Joint-Stock Imperial Bank of China, 
India, and Japan was registered, and Mr. Higgs became a shareholder 
therein. Shortly afterwards the Imperial Banke proposed to amalgamate 
with that of Hindustan, which had been registered in 1862, In August, 
1864, the terms of amalgamation were published, by which 20,000 new shares, 
of £100 each, of the Bank of Hindustan were to be issued to the holders of 
20,000 shares of £50 each, in the Imperial Bank. The issue was to be at 
“a premium of £6 per share, of which £5 was to be placed to the reserve 
fund of the united bank. Sundry general meetings of shareholders were 
held, and it was eventually, in effect, agreed that the liquidators of the 
Imperial Bank were to be authorised to receive, in compensation for the 
property of the Imperial Bank, shares in the Bank of Hindustan upon 
certain terms; and that if any member should dissent, in writing, from 
this arrangement within seven days from that meeting, and should require 
the liquidators to purchase his interest, the liquidators should raise the 
purchase-money to be so paid to such dissentient member by sale of 
shares in the Bank of Hindustan, which otherwise would have been allotted 
to such dissentient member. Mr. Higgs did not attend these meetings, 
nor assent to the resolutions, nor express dissent within the seven days. He 
received a circular from the secretary, informing him he was entitled to 
the allotment of fifty shares, and enclosing a form of application for them. 
Mr. Higgs did not return the former, as directed; nearly a year's delay 
occurred, the shares fell in value, and he eventually declined to take 

















these shares. Meanwhile, Mr. Higgs'’s name had been entered on the 
register as a shareholder for fifty shares. The bank from time to time 
applied for calls on these shares, and, in consequence of their non-pay- 





ment, the shares were declared forfeited. This motion was made under 
the 35th section of the Act of 1862, The company contended that full 
authority had been given to the directors to amalgamate; and that the 
resolutions, carried by a sufficient majority of the shareholders of the com- 
pany, must be binding on individuals like Mr. Higgs, when his authority 
to the directors had been once given. 

His Honour held that Mr. Higgs had never surrendered his option of 
accepting or refusing those shares; that he had been abroad, and on his 
return had immediately refused them. He must be struck off the list 
accordingly. Costs against the company. 

THE MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA V. PETO AND OTHERS. 

‘This case raised an important question of mercantile law, relating to 
the right and title to receive goods imported from abroad and warehoused 
at the docks, and the liability of the dock companies for making or with. 
holding delivery. It was an action against Sir Samuel Morton Peto 
and Mr, Brassey, lessees of the Victoria Dock Company, to recover the 
value of eighty-two boxes of tea, which had been delivered by the Dock 
Company, as was said, to the wrong parties. The defendants denied their 
liability. 

Mr. Field. Q.C., amd Mr. Archibald were for the plaintiffs; Mr. Bovill, 
QC.,and Mr. Watkin Williams were for the defendants, 


The action was to recover the value of 82 boxes of tea alleged to be the 
roperty of the bank, being 82 out of 331 boxes ot tea shipped to Messrs. 
Katy and Co., of Shanghai, on board the ship Afillbrook, the bills of 
lading of which were held by the bank as endorsees for value, and which 
82 boxes were not delivered to the bank by the defendants, at whose 
docks the tea was warehoused. One Bradley, a merchant carrying on 
business in London, was an extensive importer of tea from the East, which 
be was in the habit of warehousing in the defendants’ docks. In July, 
1864, the Millbrook arrived in the port of London from Nagasaki, with 
a eargo of tea, of which Bradley was consignee and owner. The teas 
were thipped 4% Maltby and Co., of Shanghai, for eccount of Messrs. 
Rothwell and Co., of that place, agents for Bradley. The bills of lading 
imported that the teas were shipped by Maltby and Co., and consigned 
to order, and they bore the “open,” or “blank” endorsement of 
Maltby and Co. ‘The firm of Rothwell and Co. drew upon Eradley 
for the amount of the invoice, and these draughts attached to the 
bills of lading were negotiated with the plaintiffs, the Chartered Mercan- 
tile Bank, im the usual way, and so the bank were holders of the bills of 
lading. It appears that business of this character is very largely trans- 
acted by the banks, and it is usual, it was said, for the banks to give 
notice on the arrival of goods thus hypothecated to them to the various 
dock companies. The ship in this ‘instance arrived on the 28rd July, 
and no notice was given to the dock company, it will be seen, until the 
month of October. On the other hand, it was said that it is the custom 
at docks and warehouses in London not to deliver up goods coming from 
the East except on production of the bills of lading. And it was not 
denied that this was the custom with the older docks; but the defendants, 
when they opened the Victoria Docks ten years ago, established the fol- 
lowing rule :— 
«Bills of lading, or other satisfactory proof of ownership, 
duced in all cases before goods can be 
the same. 


But was suggested, could not be intended to apply to cases where 
the party who had deposited the goods demanded them back. And more- 
over, it was suggested that this rule was intended only to apply to cases 
where vessels were entered and di ed at the docks on ihe delivery 
by the master of a copy of the ship's “ manifest,” in which case the dock 
company, or their lessees, the defendants, assume the duty of correct de- 
livery of the goods, and for their own protection give notice that they 
Will not deliver any goods to parties claiming them except upon production 
of bills of lading or other proof of ownership. This, however, it was in- 
sisted was a very different case, as it was a case not of the discharge of 
the ship by the master at the defendants’ docks, and then of a claim to 
the goods by some third party, but it was the case of goods entered at the 
docks by a party and delivered to his order. Ie the present instance the 
teas were discharged at the St. Katharine’s Docks, and were afterwards, 
on an entry by Bradley at the Custom-house, transferred by him to the 
defendants’ docks, the Victoria, where they were entered under the name 
of Bradley as owner, and the defendants, from time to time, upon his 
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orders, made d of different portions of the tea—to the amount of 
the 82 boxes—to various parties. On the 27th of October, 1864, the 
defendants received notice from the bank that the bank held the bills of 
lading of the whole cargo as collateral security, on an hypothecation of 
the cargo, against bills of exchange not yet paid, and which had been 
discounted by the bank, and desiring the defendants not to deliver any 
part of the cargo, except upon production of the bills of lading. There- 
upon the defendants stopped further delivery of the teas to the order of 
Bradley ; but the question was as 10 the 82 boxes already delivered, and 
which were formally demanded on the part of the present plaintiffs, the 
bank, upon production of the bills of lading which Maltby and 
and Co., the consigners, had eudorsed to them and which Bradley 
had never had. The question was whether the defendants’ delivery of 
those 82 boxes to Bradley's order, without demanding production 
of bills of lading, was wrongful. The defendants contended that as 
they received the teas from Bradle; they were bound to deliver to 
his order at all events until notice of the title of any other party. The 
bank contended that the defendants should have demanded production of 
bills of lading as proof of Bradley's title. It was found that the question 
—the facts not being in dispute—was one of Jaw, and after the statement 
of the case—in substance to the above effect —by the plaintiff’ counsel, the 
defendants’ counsel not disputing it,the Lord Chief Justice suggested that 
the question of law should be reserved for the Court upon the facts as thus 
stated; and the counsel on both sides assenting to that course, he ac- 
cordingly directed a formal verdict for the plaintiff for £358, subject to a 
special case.

Adventures Among the Dyaks of Borneo ; by FrepErtox Boyzz, 
F.R.GS, : Hurst and Blackett.—This interesting volume is just 
the book of travels suited to the season of the sea-side, From 
the first page to the last it is full of incident and novelty, with- 
out sensational excitement on the ono hand, or hoavy science 
and learned disquisition on the other. What was the object 
of the author and his brother in visiting Borneo it is difficult 
to discover. Commerce and trade are but casually noticed, 
unless indeed an exception is made with regard to the Borneo 
Company, of the extent of whose operations and the hospitality 
of their officers we heara great deal, If the purpose of the 


travellers was sport, the account given dovs not say much for 
their perseverance and spirit; nor does the island appear to 
afford variety and abundance of game sufficient to keep up the 
ardour of a Britou’s love for the chase, Borneo, or at least the 
neighbourhood of Sarawak, to which the writer's explorations 
were confined, does not yield the nobler and more terriblo 
beasts that afford employment for the hunter's rifle or spear 
in regions of the East not eo distant fram England. The 
“batang” ronda, too, of the impenetrable jungle are such that 
“no Englishman can ever overcome his natural feeling of giddi- 
ness”—for they are carried as the crow fljes, over river, abyss, 
and morass, up hill and through valley—< go far as to encounter 
them when any other means of reaching his destination presonts 
itself.” Communication with the interior is in fact almost 
wholly carried on by means of the rivers; which, it is true, 
abound with alligators, brutes on whom the marksman little 
cares to waste his powder and shot. The purpose for the 
Journey alleged late in the volume must, we conceive, have 
been an afterthought, formed when in Borneo :— 

The great object we had in view—that of being the fit whit men to 
traverse Borneo from Sarawak to Pontianak—was put out of the question 
by the failure of the Kyans, through whose territory our journey lay, to 
ratify peace with the Rajah. If the ambassadors of that numerous people 
had ‘come to Kennowit according to agreement, and fulfilled the antique 
ceremonies of friendship, tendering their country moderately safe to enter, 
we had hoped by ascending the Upper Rejang to its source, then traversing 
tract of jungle, to reach a large lake of the interior, from which descends 
the river of Pontianak. . + Though this expedition was prohibited 
by such unfortunate circumstances, we had hitherto made an active use of 
our time. We had visited every fort and station of the Sarawak territory, 
and had probably seen more of the outward aspect of the country than any 
other European connected with it. We had visited both the Land and 
Sea Dyaks in their own homes, and had made acquaintance with some of 
their most celebrated chiefs. If, by ill-fortune, the main object of our 
vovage had failed, at least our travels had introduced to most of the 

ints of interest in a kingdom whose history in connection with Rajah 
Wircoks has been the most romantic story of modern times. And, there- 
fore, since we regarded ourselves as mere wanderers, neither scientific nor 
anthropological, we decided that, our curiosity being already satisfied by 
the experiences of four months,nothing more remained for us to do in this 
country than to take our passage in the Rainbow, and retura to England. 

It will be seen from the extracts that, without making 
extraordinary pretensions, these “ Adventures” carry tho reader 
into a part of the world with which he is but little acquainted, 
and thence that every circumstance attending them, however 
trifling, has the merit of novelty told in an easy and un- 
fatiguing style, At times Mr. Boyle's more ambitious flights 











= 
betray him into utterances that might as well have been 
avoided, When we are told that the Singapore “community is 
naturally addicted to gin and grumbling,” we detect that the 
love of alliteration has led the author into an unjust and rude 
attack upon a body of residents by whom, he admits, “the 
traveller is sure to be hospitably received.” Many curious facts 
in natural history are to be gathered from this volume, some 
of which deserve further inquiry. Is it true that the fibres of 
the tuba-root, tied round tho feet, are a protection against 
sharks in the open sea? Neither are we sure that we should 
be disposed to handle a scorpion carelessly aboard ship from 
the assertion that “it has been frequently proved in the Far 
East that the most venomous reptiles lose all power of injury 
after a few days at sea.” Not the least enjoyable portions of 
the book are the author's pictures of native life, of which he is 
able to give a minute detail, having lived freely among some of 
the chiefs, who appear to be a set of jolly dogs greatly addicted 
to one of the articles mentioned in the alliterative sentence 
given above. Mr. Boyle speaks in very laudatory terms of the 
treatment aud accommodation he experienced on board the 
steamers of the “ Messageries Imperiales,” aud very dispa- 
ragingly of those of the P. and O. Company, who should take 
warning and look to their laurels, 





Slonetary and Commercial. 


There has been no change in the rate of the Bank's discount, 
which remains at 3 per cent. As we have continued to impress 
on our readers, we have not scen the last of the failures in the 
China trade. During the past fortnight the old firm of Scott, 
Bell, and Co. have been endcavouring to get sufficient assist- 
ance to carry them over their engagements, but on the 6th inst. 
their formal suspension was announced, with liabilities for qbout 
£800,000. In 1847 the firm suspended, but subsequently 
paid 20s, Mr, Peter Bell has for some time been chairman of 
the City Bank. 

The suspension has been announced of Messrs. John T. Bell 
and Co., in the Bombay trade, with liabilities for £380,000. 
Also of C. J. Nasmyth and Co., East India trade, with liabilities 
for £65,000. 

It has been notified that the interest and responsibility of 
Mr. James White and Mr. James Mackrill Smith in the firm of 
White and Co., Shanghai, has ceased. Also that the interest of 
Mr, Frederick Grant White and Mr. Herbert Smith in the Lon- 
don firm of Mackrill, Smith, and Co., has ceased. 

An adjourned meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Buchanan, 
Hamilton, and Co., of Glasgow, in the East India and China 
trade was held on the 3rd inst., when it was decided to accept 
a composition of 12s. 6d. in the pound, subject to confirmation 
at a mecting to be held in September, by which time accounts 
with regard to the position of the Shanghai house are expected 
to be received here. 

The Agra and Masterman’s Bank has received authority to 
divide their £100 shares into £50 each, with £25 paid, By 
this arraugement the old and pew shares form a uniform 
capital of 60,000 shares of £50 each with £25 paid, aud as 
such they will in future be quoted in our share list. 

A call of £5 is to be paid on the 20,000 new shares in the 
Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan (Limited) by the 12th 
of July. The third call, making £25 per share, will become 
due on the 12th of October next. 

The Nowgong Tea Company have declared a dividend of 10 
per cent. per annum, and the Borokai 8 per cent. 

The biddings for £250,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were—to Cal- 
cutta, £174,100; to Madras, £3,500; and to Bombay, 
£66,000. The minimum price was, as before, 1s, 10}d. on 
Caleutta and Madras, and 1s. 103d. on Bombay. Tenders on 
Calcutta and Madras at and above 1s. 11§d., and on Bom- 
bay at and above 2s., will reccive in full. These results 
show some increase in the demand for mcans of remittance to 
India. 

The Board of Trade Returns for May, compared with those 
of the corresponding month of last year, show a falling off of 
£981,882, or about 7 per cent., in the declared value of our 
shipments. Compared with the corresponding month of 1863, 
however, they show an increase of £1,910,469, or 17 per cent. 
The total declared values of Exports for the month ending 
3lst May in the present year is £13,194,758, against 
£14,176,640 in 1864, and £11,281,289 in 1863, which is 











a decrease as compared with the former period of £981,822, 


but au increase over the latter of £1,910,469. For the five 
months of the present year the total is £60,901,576, against 
£64,069,060 in 1864, and £50,742,670 in 1863, showing a 
decline of £3,167,484 as contrasted with 1864, but an increase 
of no less than £10,158,906 over 1863. The reduction from 
last year is almost entirely caused by the fall in the price of 
cotton and other important staples, and not by any diminution 
of employment—a fact illustrated by the circumstance that, 
while there has been a falling off of 2} per cent. in the value 
of our shipments of cotton yarns, and of 10 per cent. in those 
of cotton manufactures, the quantity of yarns shipped shows an 
increase of 11 per cent., and of manufactured goods an increase 
of 8 percent. The general trade of the month presents no very 
striking features of alteration. Among the principal articles 
in which there has been an ‘increase of exportation are coal, 
earthenware, and machivery, and among those which figure for 
a decrease are haberdashery, hardwares, linews, woollens, and 
metals. As respects our trade with the Far East, these re-
